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Retail Sales of Household Goods 
Continue Buoyant in February 


ETAIL SALES in February, according to the results reported to the Board of Trade by the 
Re el of contributing retailers, showed their customary seasonal contraction compared with 
uary. Once again sales were greater than a year ago but the February results, together 

with Fanuay for January, appear to suggest a slight slackening in the upward trend of retail sales. 

This feature of the month’s results was largely due to the smallness of the increases as compared 
with a year ago in sales of clothing and footwear —~ large scale retailers reported an increase of 3 per 
cent. and independent retailers’ sales showed no increase. In marked contrast sales of household 
goods continued at a level strikingly higher than in February 1954, all types of shop reporting 
substantial increases in sales 

Sales of food and siditdlinbtes, reported only by large scale retailers, were at the same level as in 
January 1955 and some 6 per cent. higher than in February 1954. 


Clothing and Footwear 


The usual seasonal fall in sales of clothing and footwear in February was somewhat more marked 
than in recent years. Multiple shops alone reported an appreciable increase as compared with 
February 1954 brought about by good results in sales of men’s and boys’ wear and footwear. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear were little above last year’s level — large scale retailers 
reported an increase of 2 per cent. and independent retailers a decrease of 1 per cent. In the sub- 
sn scape rted by some large scale retailers there was a marked decrease in sales of women’ s 

socks. As in January, increases as compared with a year ago were recorded for women’s 
cane? and millinery, haberdashery, etc. 

Only multiple shops reported a significant increase in sales of men’s and boys’ wear compared 
with February 1954; in the other sections sales were at much the same level. 

In sales of footwear the experience of the different types of shops was mixed; here again an 
appreciable increase was recorded only by multiple shops, 

Following the usual seasonal trend in preparation for the high level of sales in the spring, stocks 
of clothing and footwear ~ reported only by some large scale omens esate Sateontay Bory 
some 25 per cent. higher than at the end of January. This increase was somewhat greater in 
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the two previous years and raised end-January stocks to a level about 
10 per cent. higher than a year ago. This increase over last year’s 
level was experienced both in women’s and children’s wear and in 
footwear but in marked contrast stocks of men’s and boys’ wear, 
though increased over the month, were still, at the end of January some 
5 per cent. below last year’s level. 


Household Goods 


The level of sales of household goods in February was again high; 
indeed the increases recorded as compared with a year ago were greater 


than for January. The largest increase-some 23 per cent.— was * 


reported by co-operative societies closely followed by independent 
retailers (20 per cent.) and multiple shops (19 per cent.). Department 
stores lagged behind but nevertheless recorded a significant increase 
of 14 per cent. over February 1954. 


Sales in the hardware, radio and electrical category continued 
at a substantially higher level than a year ago, all types of retailer 
reporting increases of much the same magnitude. In the sub-category 
of radio and electrical goods, department stores and independent 
retailers recorded the striking increases of 38 per cent. and 31 per 
cent. respectively as compared with February 1954; figures in this 
category are shown only for these two types of trader but it is probable 
that their experience is a reflection of the general trend of sales in this 
category. 

In sales of furniture and furnishings both large scale and independent 
retailers reported striking increases over February 1954 levels. The 
figures for the sub-categories —- reported only by some large scale 
retailers - show that the largest increases were recorded in sales of 
furniture and bedding with smaller increases in furnishing fabrics 
and household textiles and floor coverings. 


Stocks of household goods rose over the month — a normal seasonal 
feature - but, compared with the corresponding period of 1954, 
showed much the same increases as for January. 


Other Non-food Goods 


Among non-food goods large scale retailers reported a decrease 
as compared with February 1954 in sales of chemists’ goods; this 
was due to unfavourable results for multiple shops who reported 
a decrease of some 5 per cent. as compared with good increases by 
other types of traders. 

Sales of books and stationery, etc., are shown separately only for 
department stores and independent retailers. Both these types of 
retailer reported appreciable increases as compared with February 
1954, suggesting that the first National Book Sale had a favourable 
effect on trade. This impression is reinforced by the index series for 
independent retailers which shows February sales slightly above 
January sales in 1955 in contrast to the usual seasonal decline in sales 
between these two months. 


Food and Perishables 


The value of sales of food and perishables — reported only by large 
scale retailers - was some 6 per cent. higher than in February 1954, 
an increase slightly less than for January. As in January, the highest 
increase as compared with a year ago, in sales of groceries and 
provisions - the largest category - was shown by department stores, 
their increase being about double that for the other large scale 
retailers. 

As the sample of multiple shops reporting meat sales is small 
and not representative, the publication of figures for the sales of meat 
by multiple shops has been suspended; it will be recalled that in 
previous months these figures were given with the warning that the 
results could not be regarded as representative of the general experience 
of multiples. It is hoped to resume publication when a more balanced 
sample of contributors reporting meat sales has been obtained. 

In the other sub-categories appreciable or substantial increases 
were recorded over the previous year’s levels except in the case of 
sweets and chocolate where decreases continue to be reported. 


Notes and Definitions 

(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade.

figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 


(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953. 


(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 


(v) The period covered by the February 1955 sales was the four 
weeks from January 30 to February 26, 1955; the corresponding 
period in 1954 was January 31 to February 27, 1954. 


(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in February was 12 per cent. of the total value 
of reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 


(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. 


(viii) Sales of food and perishables in February by the large retailers 
were 64 per cent. of total sales by these firms.

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Minister of State Points the Uphill Road to 
National Prosperity 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the Incorporated Sales Managers’ 

tion on April 1, Mr. A. R. W. Low, Minister of State, Board 
of Trade said: “The whole world is a buyer’ s market: the ‘buyer’ 8 
market is the salesman’s challenge: in the last resort, Britain’s pros- 
perity depends on the salesman’s ability to meet that challenge.’ 


Public discussion had been apt to concentrate, during earlier 
post-war years, mainly on the importance of increasing output and 
productivity so that thereby we could increase our exports, the Minister 
said. But sales efficiency was just as important; and every bit of 
information that came to him at the Board of Trade indicated indeed 
that it was more important to-day. He heard stories of great success by 
some firms with excellent salesmen in breaking into new markets, or 
in conquering staunch established competitors in old markets. He 
applauded the man who earned one million dollars by selling British 
sweets to Canada. But he also heard stories of markets which might 
be broken into, of sales which might be increased, if some of our 
firms were to send out keen, skilful salesmen to find new customers 
and act promptly and effectively to meet what those salesmen reported 
back from the field as the customers’ precise requirements. And 
there were stories from South America about agents trying to sell 
a type of British goods that no one wanted, in a language no one 
could understand. 

“We — you — have not done too badly in the last year,’ Mr. Low 
added. ‘In 1954 the volume of our exports was 6 per cent. greater 
than it was in 1953. And the figures for the first few months of this 
year show that this good work is continuing. But we must look at the 
import figures as well. The figures for imports in the closing months 
of last year and in the opening months of this year have brought us a 
very long clear warning against complacency. They show that our 
exports (impressive as the efforts they reflect undoubtedly are) have 
not been expanding nearly as fast as our imports. That is a stark fact- 
and it would be wrong for me not to emphasize it.’ 


Import and Export Prices 


If we were to have expansion and greater prosperity in our economy, 
our imports must of course expand — more raw materials and more 


, food. But, unfortunately, in the past few months they had expanded 


too fast, out of balance with our exports. We had not only bought 
more in volume from overseas, but we had had to pay a bit more for 


‘ what we had bought, because import prices had in general risen. 


Export prices had in general remained about stable. In short, the 
terms of trade had gone against us. That was an added reason why we 
must still further increase the volume of our exports. 

So the Chancellor had had to take a tug on the reins of the National 
Economy to help the horse to jump the fences. He had used the 
flexible mechanism of the bank rate. Britain’s economy, now funda- 
mentally sound, had tilted, so it seemed, a little bit out of balance - 
a booming home market was tending to absorb too much of our 
efforts and resources and, as a result, we were importing too much 
and were not maintaining our impetus in export markets. The change 
in the bank rate was designed to restrain excessive demand at home 
and to give the economy a tilt once again in the direction of greater 
export effort. 

But neither the situation then~-nor the present situation — was 
critical. We had had a warning, and the Chancellor had taken early 
action. But things at home were fundamentally healthy. Production 
and productivity had been rising; investment and savings had risen 
too; and exports had been rising. “We must see — you are the people 
to see —that they go on rising as rapidly as possible.’ 


Foreign Competition Intensified 


This was not going to be easy. Competition overseas was becoming 
more, not less, intense. 


That, Mr. Low said, was his main impression in the two visits 
he had paid overseas since he came into his present office. In Iraq 
in October, where there was that very successful British Trade Fair, 
and in India and Pakistan in January, he learned direct of the intensity 
of the efforts of salesmen from other countries, mainly our Con- 


tinental competitors, to displace us from traditional markets, and 
they did not seem to have done too badly in some directions. And he 
also heard for himself of the efforts that many British firms were 
making, and indeed which British industry as a whole was making, 
to rival this competition. 


‘In these circumstances,’ the Minister went on, ‘you have a right 
to ask of the Government that we should establish conditions for 
trade in which your efforts to sell can become the more effective. 
What are these conditions? First — a healthy economy at home. I have 
just spoken of that. Second — an “exports first’’ policy. Our aim is to 
secure a freer system of trade and payments in the world in which 
obstacles to trade are reduced. The more world trade, the better for 
Britain. So we have tried to get other countries to agree with us on 
rules against the imposition of quota barriers except in clearly defined 
circumstances. We have joined with the other countries of Europe in 
moving away gradually from many of the quota restrictions that 
have been hampering inter-European trade. And we have also sought 
with other countries to obtain a reasonable measure of tariff stability.’ 

And in a reference to the review of G.A.T.T., Mr. Low added 
‘What we are trying to do is, in a phrase, to set the traders free — from 
other Governments as well as our own.’ 


Help from Government 


There was a third way in which a Government could help — by the 
Governmental services made available to traders at home and overseas. 
‘We maintain the worldwide network of Trade Commissioners, 
Commercial and Consular Officers overseas, who are there to assist 
British businessmen. Emanating from them, and indeed from other 
sources too, our Headquarters and our Regional Offices have available 
a vast amount of information about overseas market opportunities and 
conditions, possible agents, foreign trade regulations, the standing of 
overseas firms and the problems of trading in markets abroad. It is 
our aim to be a commercial encyclopaedia. Do refer to it.’ 


There was also the Export Credits Guarantee Department, with 
its comprehensive system of credit insurance. That Department had 
been established for over 30 years. It provided a system of insurance 
which was equal to, if not better than, that provided by any com- 
parable organization in the world. It did not provide a subsidy for 
exports — it ran on commercial lines and charged a premium for its 
services. ‘Its value to you is in that it can relieve you of some of the 
risks which are inherent in trading overseas.’ 


These services of the Government, information and credit 
insurance, were of course no substitute for salesmanship; but they 
were adjuncts to it which many had found useful. ‘We don’t believe 
in spectacular interference with trade. It is easy for Governments to 
make headlines for the wrong reasons. We want to continue our task 
of working steadily towards creating for you the most favourable 
framework of trading conditions within which you can achieve 
spectacular successes through your enterprise and salesmanship . . . 
Our efforts to create the framework for expanded trade are unremitting. 
And 80, I am sure, are yours to increase your sales efficiency. Our 
work in our mutual spheres forms a great partnership. Its purpose is 
to promote the common good, the prosperity of Britain.’

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Economic Development of the United Kingdom in 
1954 and the Outlook for 1955 


"FHE UNITED KINGDOM’S economic development in 1954 and the 
outlook for 1955 is reviewed in the ‘Economic Survey for 1955,’ 
presented by the Chancellor of the Exchequer to Parliament and 
issued as a White Paper (Cmd. 9412) by H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 1s. 6d. (by post 
1s. 74d.). 

The survey is divided into two main sections: the first reviews 
economic developments during 1954 and the second contains an 
appraisal of the present outlook, leading up to a discussion of prospects 
for the long-run expansion of the economy. In addition, there is an 
Appendix containing material about particular industries — coal, 
steel, engineering, agriculture, etc. The survey contains no detailed 
forecasts for 1955, but the immediate prospects for the balance of 
payments and activity at home are considered in general terms. 


General Assessment of 1954 


At home, 1954 was a successful year for the United Kingdom. 
Production continued to expand, living standards rose, there was 
an increase in the rate of industrial investment, and a high level of 
personal savings was maintained. In overseas trade and payments 
the United Kingdom again earned a substantial surplus on current 
account in the year as a whole; if defence aid is excluded, the surplus 
was about the same as in 1953. Though the position of the rest of the 
sterling area was less favourable than in the previous year, further 
progress was made with the rebuilding of the gold and dollar reserves 
in spite of substantial debt repayments. But the United Kingdom’s 
balance of payments took a turn for the worse in the latter part of 
1954, and at the same time there were indications that the pressure 
on the economy was increasing. 


Balance of Payments 


The change which came over the United Kingdom’s balance of 
payments last autumn is brought out in the payments estimates for 
the second half of 1954, now published for the first time. In this 
period there was an overall deficit on current account of £12 million 
(including defence aid), compared with a surplus of £172 million 
in the first half-year. Expenditure on imports increased by £65 
million between the two half-years, export earnings fell by £31 million 
partly because of the dock strike, and there was a reduction of £90 
million in net invisible earnings (partly due to seasonal factors). 

The worsening of the United Kingdom’s balance of payments was 
entirely on the non-sterling side. The rest of the sterling area’s 
balance with non-sterling countries also got worse in the second half 
of 1954, partly for seasonal reasons. In consequence the sterling 
area as a whole had a deficit of £164 million with the rest of the world 
in the second half of 1954, compared with a surplus of £171 million 
in the first half. This change lies behind the fall in the reserves and 
the weakening in the market quotations for sterling late in 1954 and 
early in 1955. 

There were two main reasons for these developments: one was an 
increase in the volume of the United Kingdom’s imports, in part the 
natural result of rising industrial production and consumers’ expendi- 
ture, in part due to special factors, including possibly some stocking-up 
in anticipation of price increases; the other was the worsening during 
1954 in the terms of trade. In addition, the rest of the sterling area’s 
position was seriously affected by the fall in wool prices last autumn. 

The survey reviews the measures taken in February to deal with 
this situation. These measures were designed to moderate the expan- 
sion of home demand and thereby limit demand for imports and 
give added encouragement to exports. The progress made in the 
last two years in raising production and productivity has proved the 
underlying strength of the economy; but the pace of economic 
expansion must not be allowed to endanger the maintenance of a 
proper balance between imports and exports. 

The survey brings out the point that in 1954 the volume of imports 
rose comparatively little in spite of the higher levels of production 
and consumption, this was mainly because of the fall in stocks of food 
and feedingstuffs, which had risen in 1953. Normally, however, higher 
industrial activity and incomes at home must be expected to lead to 
a more or less corresponding increase in demand for imports. In 


addition, special factors have contributed to the recent rise in the 
import bill. Coal output has not kept pace with rising demand; the 
demand for steel has run ahead of home production, in spite of the 
expansion of steel-making capacity in this country; and the need for 
imports of cereals has been increased by last year’s poor harvest. 
Further, import prices have been rising and in February were 5 per 
cent. above last year’s average. This higher level of prices, if main- 
tained, would add over £150 million a year to the value of imports. 

No offset to additional import expenditure can be ex in the 
near future from higher invisible earnings. Defence aid will probably 
be about the same this year as last. In these circumstances a continued 
rise in demand for imports cannot be reconciled with the need for a 
surplus on the balance of payments unless there is a considerable 
increase in export earnings. 


The Export Task 


There was a 6 per cent. increase in the volume of exports last year, 
though Germany and Japan increased their exports more than ours, 
and our share of trade fel! from just over 21 per cent. in 1953 to about 
203 per cent. in 1954. We cannot look for a further expansion of 
sales to Australia and New Zealand this year. But elsewhere the 
opportunities for increasing exports appear rather more favourable 
now than a year ago. This is particularly true of North America, 
where business activity has recovered in recent months, and also of 
Persia and Egypt, where recent agreements have improved the pros- 
pects for trade. Many of the Colonies should also provide larger 
markets for exports as expenditure on development increases. In 
Western Europe industrial production is still rising, and trade within 
Europe is buoyant. Commodity prices are at such a level that the 
a of most primary producing countries should be well main- 
taine 

The increase in international trade has been greatly assisted over 
the past year by the policies of cutting down restrictions on trade and 
payments followed by the United Kingdom and other countries in 
Western Europe and the Commonwealth. But while our industries 
have benefited from freer access to supplies of raw materials, and some 
of the barriers to the expansion of our own exports have been removed, 
so have barriers to the trade of other countries. British exports will 
therefore need to be highly competitive if full advantage is to be taken 
of the opportunities. 


Outlook for Production 


Last year production increased in all the main sectors of the 
economy in response to higher demand. The gross domestic product 
rose by 4 per cent. and industrial production by 6} per cent. Of the 
total increase in output and imports half was due to higher consump- 
tion, one-sixth to increased investment and just under one-third to 
the rise in exports. Part of the rise in industrial production was 
ae with the building up of stocks and work in progress in 
industry. 


Some further expansion of demand and production seems likely 
this year assuming a continuation of present trends and policies; but 
it is essential that a proper balance should be maintained between 
home demand and export demand, At home further increases are 
looked for in fixed investment and consumers’ expenditure, both of 
which reached record levels last year. Industry should be able to 
increase output appreciably above the present level. Most of the 
increase in output must come from higher productivity, but there 
may be some further slight increase in the working , and 
the rail benefits have still to be fale of tact Year's’ 44 per cant: 1 increase 
in the engineering labour force. wo relent term me be pee 
be adequate for higher production, though home production of ccal 
and steel is having to be supplemented by large imports.

There is a good deal of evidence to suggest that the demand for 
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investment by private manufacturing industry took a fresh upward 
turn last year. Fixed investment of all kinds rose by 5 per cent. 
between 1953 and 1954 (an increase of £125 million at 1953 prices). 
Rather over half this increase was in plant, machinery and vehicles, 
and rather under half in new building. Most of the rise in building 
was in industrial and commercial building: investment in new housing 
rose little. 

Among manufacturing industries in which further increases in 
investment are expected this year are iron and steel, motor manu- 
facture, chemicals and synthetic fibres. In the basic industries the 
upward trend continues, and further increases (estimated at about 
£75 million) are expected in investment in coal-mining, electricity, 
gas, rail and air transport, and Post Office services. Looking further 
ahead, there are major programmes of new investment in atomic 
energy, iron and steel, roads and railways. A massive investment 
programme of this kind, backed up by the Government, is itself a 
contribution of real significance to the maintenance of full employ- 
ment. 


Consumption and Savings 


There was a 4 per cent. rise in the volume of consumption last year. 
The most striking increases were in purchases of household goods 
(up by 10 per cent.) and in expenditure on cars and motoring (up by 
nearly 20 per cent.). Purchases of clothing and footwear rose by nearly 
5 per cent. and of food by 4 per cent. There were particularly large 
increases in consumption of meat and sugar. In terms of energy 
value and fat content, though not of protein, food consumption was 
the highest for any year on record. 

Notwithstanding the higher ievel of consumption, personal savings 
have been well maintained. In each of the last two years between 7 and 
8 per cent. of total personal income after tax has been saved. The 
rise in personal income this year should be sufficient to permit both 
a further increase in the volume of consumer’s expenditure and the 
maintenance of at least the present rate of savings. 


Incomes and Prices 


Final prices of goods and services of all kinds rose by only about 
14 per cent. between 1953 and 1954 —a smaller increase than in most 
previous years. But there was a more pronounced rise in prices in 
the second half of 1954, particularly in retail food prices. In manu- 
facturing industry the rise in productivity last year is estimated to 
have kept pace with the increase in earnings, so that labour costs per 
unit of output remained roughly constant. But in the economy as a 
whole money incomes rose rather faster than real output. Wages and 
salaries rose by 7} per cent. in 1954, the gross trading profits of 
companies (with the trading surpluses of public corporations) also 
by 74 per cent., and the incomes of self-employed persons by 5 per 
cent. Receipts of rent, dividends and interest by persons (before tax) 
rose by about £60 million or just over 4 per cent. 


Financial Position of Companies 


The total income of companies increased by over £200 million in 
1954. Tax payments fell by about £80 million, while dividends 
increased by about the same amount. Undistributed profits after tax 
therefore rose by over £200 million. Because of the need to finance 
large increases in stocks, including stocks of commodities previously 
held by the Government, the amounts which companies put to reserves 
were reduced in spite of the increases in undistributed profits and in 
borrowing through new issues. Experiences of individual firms must, 
however, have varied widely. 


Prospects for Long-run Expansion 

At home the main objective of Government economic policy is 
to ensure that, while the level of purchasing power is not so high as 
to interfere with the growth of exports or to attract more imports 
than we can afford, adequate incentives are provided for long-run 
expansion, This involves the maintenance of full employment, and 
of the kind of economic climate which is stimulating to industrial 
development and research and encourages a dynamic and go-ahead 
attitude in industry. At the same time the Government’s external 
policies aim at encouraging the growth of international trade, since 
a satisfactory rate of expansion cannot be achieved here unless world 
trade is expanding too. 

The survey notes that in the prosperous conditions of the past 
two years there have been indications of a growing confidence and 
enterprise in industry, and of a greater readiness on the part of both 
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managements and labour in expanding industries to get rid of -un- 
necessary restrictions on output. If we are to achieve a sustained 
expansion without undue internal or external strains, costs and prices 
must be kept stable. If the terms of trade move against us, it may be 
necessary temporarily to limit the increase in home demand in order 
that more resources can be diverted to meeting export orders. But 
the economy should be able to adapt itself to moderate fluctuations 
in the terms of trade without serious internal repercussions. _ 

So long as there is no serious and persistent adverse trend in the 
terms of trade, the survey concludes that there is every prospect that 
more of our resources can be used in future for improving living 
standards, The rate of progress will depend on how fast we expand 
our productive capacity and raise productivity. Productivity should 
benefit from the maintenance of prosperous conditions at home and 
from the added incentive to effort which the prospect of rising 
consumption gffords; and an economy in which production and pro- 
ductivity are rising fast, and new lines of production are being 
continually developed, should be in a good position to hold its own 
in export markets. General confidence in the possibilities of expansion 
will do much to ensure that expansion is in fact achieved.

16 this year. The exhibition is sponsored jointly by the British Import 
Union of Denmark and the Federation of British Industries, and is 
being organized by the F.B.I’s subsidiary, British Overseas Fairs 
Ltd. 

The total amount of space occupied by stands will be about 
125,000 sq. ft., divided between the Forum and the Tivoli Gardens.

It will be under the direction of 
Brigadier A. G. L. Maclean and will combine items from the 
Edinburgh Tattoo and the Royal Tournament. 

Other attractions will include Anglo-Danish athletic meetings, 
football, boxing and a golf match.

Next Year 


THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR is to be held at two different 
times of the year from 1956 onwards. The first show will be at Earls 
Court, London, from February 22 to March 2. The second will be 
at Olympia, London, and Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, from 
April 23 to May 4. This year’s Fair will be held at Olympia and 
Castle Bromwich from May 2 to 13. 

Mr. Kenneth Horne has been appointed full-time managing 
director of the Fair. He is at present one of the six directors of British 
Industries Fair Ltd., the company formed last year to take over the 
Fair from the Board of Trade and to promote it as a commercial 
undertaking. Mr. Horne will give up the commercial appointment 
which he has held for 27 years and after this year’s Fair he will take 
over from the present general manager, Mr. J. L. Reading, who 
directed the two previous Fairs and was loaned by the Board of 
Trade to help the new company in its first year. 


The Earls Court section of the Fair in February will be for consumer 
goods such as toys and games, textiles and clothing, fancy goods, 
jewellery, stationery, leather and sports goods, whose main selling 
season is in the spring. 

Olympia will cater in May for exhibitors from other lighter industries 
such as packaging, chemicals and office appliances, and Castle 
Bromwich for heavier industries such as engineering and hardware. 
The changes may involve some adjustment between the industries 
showing in London and Birmingham. 

Sir Ernest Goodale, Chairman of British Industries Fair Ltd., 
has said: “The changes of date will meet the major criticisms of a 
number of industries that the Fair is held at the wrong time of the 
year. I am confident that the new arrangements will be welcomed by 
all the varied trades represented at the B.I.F.’ 

The Fair Management Committee of the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce will continue to manage the Birmingham section of 
the Fair. British Industries Fair Ltd., besides running the London 
sections, will continue to be responsible for the home and overseas 
publicity for the Fair as a whole.

British Glass Industry Research 


Association 


THE BRITISH Glass Industry Research Association has now been 
formed under the auspices, and with the encouragement, of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research.

The establishment of this new research organization marks an 
important forward step in the scientific and industrial development 
of the British glass industry. But, unlike other newly-formed Research 
Associations, it does not have to initiate in its field; it will 
take over from the Department of Glass Technology of the University 
of Sheffield and will thus continue the tradition of research work begun 
at Sheffield during the first world war.

From April 1, 1955, the British Glass Industry Research Association 
and the Department of Glass Technology will be administered and 
operated separately, although they will share the same University 
buildings at ‘Elmfield,’ Northumberland Road, Sheffield, 10. 


Dr. R. G. Newton has been appointed Director of the Research 
Association and Dr. D. K. Hill, Assistant Director. Mr. R. W. Douglas 
has been appointed to the Chair of Glass Technology at the University 
of Sheffield in succession to Professor H. Moore, who is retiring at 
the end of the session. 


Productivity Bulletin 
for Industrialists 


THE GROWING NUMBER of inquiries reaching the editorial offices 
of “Target,’ the bulletin on productivity, produced monthly by the 
Central Office of Information for the Board of Trade and Ministry 
of Labour and National Service, shows that this publication is proving 
of value to industry. 

The inquiries cover many of the items in “Target’ detailing good 
productivity methods in industry and an outstanding example followed 
the publication, in the November issue, of an illustrated article of a 
barrow, designed by the Physiotherapy Section of a large company, 
which allows one man to load, move and unload heavy objects like 
drums and rolls of newsprint with the least possible effort. To date 
75 requests for plan drawings of the barrow have been received from 
widely differing industrial firms; they have come from as far afield 
as India and Australia.

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Anglo-Argentine Trade and 
Payments Agreement Signed 


THE ECONOMIC SECRETARY to the Treasury, Mr. R. Maudling, 
announced in the House of Commons on March 31, that a new Trade 
and Payments Agreement between Her Majesty’s Government and 
the Government of Argentina was signed in Buenos Aires on March 31 
and would remain in force until June 1956. The previous agreement 
expired last June. 


Mr. Maudling said that the new agreement was the outcome of 
negotiations which had been proceeding for some months on the 
basis of the conclusions reached in the discussions with Argentine 
Ministers held last May in London. It took account of the changes 
which had taken place since the last agreement was signed in 1949, 
and particularly the. progress that the United Kingdom had made 
towards freer trade and payments. In this country most Argentine 
exports were now admitted on open licence and trade in all of them 
had been returned to private hands. 


On the trade side of the new agreement, the two Governments had 
agreed to ‘use their best endeavours, within the limits of the powers 
which they normally exercise in these matters, to facilitate trade’ in 
accordance with agreed estimates of trade in various categories of 
goods. This undertaking was subject, in the case of Argentina, to 
sterling being available. 


So far as the export of capital goods to Argentina was concerned, 
the export credit facilities which were already available in the United 
Kingdom had been explained to the Argentine authorities. It was 
estimated that with the help of the normal facilities available to 
exporters, including those of the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment, orders up to a value of £25 million may be placed during the 
term of the agreement. 


The Argentine Government had undertaken to facilitate the export 
of all types of meat to the best of their ability. Apart from residual 
shipments under the Ministry of Food contracts which formed part 
of the old agreement, meat, with the exception of pork, was now being 
irnported in the ordinary course of private trading under open licensing 
arrangements. 


So far as payments were concerned, the new agreement renewed 
the credit and dollar point facilities which had been available since 
1951 under the supplementary Protocols to the last agreement. As 
regards credit, this meant that, whenever the Argentine sterling 
balance with the Bank of England was insufficient to meet Argentina’s 
commitments to the sterling area, the Argentine Government could 
make drawings up to £20 million. Any advances outstanding at 
June 30, 1956, were to be repaid by December 31, 1956. 


These facilities had not previously been utilized by the Argentine 
Government. The renewal of these facilities would involve the pre- 
sentation of a supplementary Estimate in next financial year for the 
Vote of Foreign Office Grants and Services—Class II.2. If the credit 
was drawn upon by the Argentine Government before the Supplemen- 
tary Estimate had been approved by Parliament, the money required 
would be provided from the Civil Contingencies Fund. 


As regards financial remittances, Mr. Maudling went on, the 
Argentine Government had agreed to make special arrangements to 
meet, on a limited scale, the United Kingdom’s request that financial 
remittances should be resumed. It was expected that about £1-5 million 
of arrears of interest, profits, dividends and other income would be 
transferred between now and June 30, 1956. This figure included 
remittances in respect of pensions, which had been the subject of 
arrangements with the Argentine Government over the last three 
years outside the scope of the discussions on trade and payments. 

The Argentine Government had also agreed to transfer before 
* July 31 next the funds required for settlement of the sums due to 
sterling area holders of the 44 per cent. Province of Buenos Aires 
Loan of 1910. 

As regards shipping, the agreement contained a clause under which 
the two Governments undertook to refrain from discrimination in 
the trade between the two countries.

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New Consolidated Order on Export 
Licensing Control 


Tue Board of Trade announce the making of the Export of Goods 
(Control) (Consolidation) Order, 1955. This new Order incorporates 
for the convenience of exporters the 1954 Consolidation Order and 
subsequent amendments. 

No change is made in the law but certain simplifications have been 
introduced in the new Order. In the First Schedule, goods subject to 
export licensing control to all destinations are marked with the 
letter A. Goods not so marked are free from export licensing control 
to the British Commonwealth, the Irish Republic and the United 
States of America. 

The Second Schedule lists the destinations for which all goods are 
subject to export licensing control.

Duty Drawback Order on Hydrocarbon Oil 


THE TREASURY have made the Hydrocarbon Oil Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 1) Order, 1955, which provides for the allowance of drawback 
of customs or excise duty paid in respect of hydrocarbon oil used in 
the manufacture or preparation of pressure pipes, and screw joints 
for use with them, made of asbestos cement and coated with bitumen 
paint. 

The drawback applies when the articles are exported, or shipped 
or deposited in warehouse for use as stores, on or after April 6, 1955. 

The Schedule to the Order specifies the rate for determining the 
quantity of hydrocarbon oil in respect of which drawback is to be 
allowed. 

The Order came into operation on April 6, 1955, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1955 No. 506.

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses 


Seasonal Rise in 


THE EXPECTED SEASONAL RISE in the value of sales by wholesale 
textile houses took place in February. The rise was rather less marked 
than in 1954 and total sales for the month were at the same level as 
a year ago, a result perhaps a little disappointing after the increase in 
January sales of some 5-6 per cent. as compared with January 1954. 
The value of stocks also rose over the month—a normal seasonal 
feature- and here again the rise was less marked than in 1954. 
Stocks at the end of the month were a little below those at the end of 
February 1954. 

Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear were somewhat below 
last year’s level, significant decreases being recorded for sales of coats, 
costumes, raincoats, etc. and women’s stockings and socks. As in 
January the most outstanding increase in the sub-categories of 
women’s etc. wear was shown in sales of knitted outerwear; in this 
sub-category sales for January and February taken together were 
about a quarter above those for the corresponding period of 1954. 

While stocks of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear rose over 
the month the increase was only about 13 per cent.'as compared with 
an increase of some 19 per cent. over the corresponding period of 
1954 and the value of stocks at the end of February was appreciably 
below their value at the end of February 1954. This decrease was 
reflected in nearly all sub-categories with the outstanding exception 
of women’s stockings and socks. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were just above last year’s level 
but stocks, for the first time for many months, were below those at 
the corresponding time a year earlier, their seasonal increase being 
much less marked than in 1954.

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Paper Production and Supplies in 1954 


THe YEAR 1954 was notable for an all-round increase of activity 
in the paper industry compared with 1953. Production of all the 
main classes of paper and board rose, as did imports, exports and 
the amount available for home consumption. As could be expected, 
consumption of the raw materials for paper-making also rose. The 
average value of woodpulp imports was slightly higher than in 1953 
but did not approach the high levels of 1951 or 1952. In contrast, the 
average value of esparto imports showed a small further decline. 
For the first time since the war the production of paper exceeded 
the pre-war level, and only in the holiday months of July and August 
did the weekly average fall below the pre-war rate. Production 
exceeded that in 1953 by 16 per cent. and the pre-war figure by 9 per 
cent., and — without newsprint — by 22 per cent. and 29 per cent. 
respectively. Newsprint production, although 2 per cent. higher than 
in 1953, was still only 76 per cent. of pre-war. Production of all the 
other main classes of paper was higher than pre-war, the most sig- 
nificant increase being in ‘ Other packing and wrapping papers’ 
(covering the bulk of packing paper) which was 19 per cent. higher 
than in 1953 and 55 per cent. higher than pre-war. Total production 
in the 4th Quarter of 1954 although higher than in the 3rd Quarter 
(affected by holidays) showed a less steep increase over the corres- 
ponding period of 1953 than had been evident in the earlier Quarters 
of the year. This may have been partly due to some slight hold-up 
caused by the October dock strike, and figures for January 1955 


indicate that a more rapid rate of advance has been resumed. 


Board production also reached a record post-war level, although the 
pre-war level has been exceeded each year since 1948. Production 
of all types of board was 12 per cent. above 1953, and 46 per cent. 
above pre-war. Production for packaging was 11 per cent. above 1953 
and 42 per cent. above pre-war. 


Consumption of all types of raw material rose compared with 1953, 
that of woodpulp by 12 per cent., waste paper by 14 per cent., esparto 
grass by 37 per cent. and straw by 5 per cent. The average value of 
imports of woodpulp for paper making rose by 9 per cent. compared 
with 1953, but was 37 per cent. less than in 1952 and 43 per cent. less 
than in 1951. The average value of esparto, however, fell by 4 per 
cent. compared with 1953. 


In addition to the increased production of paper and board, imports 
increased considerably, newsprint being 40 per cent. higher than in 
1953, other paper 54 per cent. higher and board 62 per cent. higher. 
Exports also increased compared with 1953, though to a less extent, 
newsprint being 2 per cent. higher, other paper 15 per cent. higher 
and board 11 per cent. higher. 

As a result of these changes, supplies available for consumption in 
the United Kingdom in 1954 were also substantially higher than in 
1953, for newsprint by 14 per cent., for other paper by 26 per cent., 
and for board also by 26 per cent.

Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered 
in Parliament 


Thursday March 31 


Prosecutions Under Merchandise Marks Act 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said that between 1946 and 1951 there were two prosecutions under 
the Merchandise Marks Acts for applying false trade descriptions, 
one in 1949 and the other in 1951. Both were successful. There were 
no prosecutions in 1952 and 1953, but in 1954 there were 13 prosecu- 
tions, of which 10 were successful. So far there had been five prosecu- 
tions in 1955, of which four had been successful. 


United States Embargo on Imported Brushes 


Asked what steps he was taking to ensure that British brush manu- 
facturers and exporters did not experience undue hardship through 
the embargo on imported brushes recently made by the United 
States Government, and whether he would make a statement on the 
general position, the President replied that Her Majesty’s Embassy 
in Washington had discussed the treatment of uncompleted contracts 
with the United States Treasury. Exporters had been advised to get 
their United States customers to file applications for licences with 
full details of the contracts involved and of the state of manufacture 
reached at the date of the embargo. 


Government Contracts for Firms in Development Areas 


Questioned as to what extent it was still the policy of the Govern- 
ment to give preference, other things being equal, to firms in develop- 
ment areas, in the allocation of Government contracts, the President 
replied that there had been no change in this policy. 


The same questioner asked if the President of the Board of Trade 
was aware that there was some apprehension amongst South Wales 
firms and trade unions about this and would he give publicity to this 
reply? To this the President replied ‘Yes, Sir, certainly.’ 


Tariffs on Imported Cabbage 

Asked whether he would review the tariffs on imported cabbage 
and cauliflowers, in view of the shortage of home-produced cabbage 
and cauliflowers, the President replied that he understood that the 
present shortage was purely temporary and due to the recent severe 
weather. The tariff was not intended to be used as a short term 
instrument to remedy temporary shortages or gluts due to natural 
causes. 


Friday April 1 
Newsprint from Dollar Area 


Import licences so far authorized for the importation of newsprint 
from the dollar area this year covered 301,000 tons, at an estimated 
dollar cost of 40,300,000 Canadian dollars, the President stated.

How Italy’s Economic Revival Encourages 
Her Foreign Suppliers 


‘ITALY IS A NEW MARKET and a changing market: new in the 
sense that trade had been much restricted from 1934 until very 
recently; changing by reason of the remarkable post-war development 
of industry and power resources,’ says an Economic Survey just 
published.* 


In this country of little natural wealth but large population, much 
of the land is mountainous or unproductive. Mineral deposits are 
few, and water power and natural gas (with some petroleum) are the 
most important national sources of energy. There is a burden of 
unemployment which cannot be accurately estimated, but which 
probably involves in some degree about three million workers. Factors 
such as these make for a generally low standard of living; the cultiva- 
tion of marginal land giving low returns; the slow accumulation of 
capital; and a dependence on overseas ‘trade to provide the raw 
materials for industry. 

But in recent years a sound financial policy and aid from overseas 
have brought about remarkable progress. By the rehabilitation and 
modernization of industry the richer North has been able to increase 
production; inflation has been controlled; the taxation system has 
been improved; and funds thus flowing to the State have been diverted 
in large measure to the development of the less prosperous agricultural 
areas of the South. The Survey also testifies to the energy and effect 
of the Italian Government’s liberalization policy for imports from 
O.E.E.C. countries. “The expanding market thus provides an excellent 
opportunity for the continuing development of Anglo-Italian trade.’ 


Imports from United Kingdom 


It is on this that an abstract from the Survey must concentrate 
here - and especially on United Kingdom exports to Italy. These 
have much ground to gain if they are to overtake the United States’ 
and West Germany’s, although both in 1953 and in 1954 they were 
nearly double their 1951 value. (A table of statistics will be found at 
the end of this article.) ' The Survey comments that United Kingdom 
exporters seem alive to present opportunities and are generally taking 
advantage of them, but that detailed examination of Customs returns 
discloses room for progress. Business in some commodities is being 
lost to other countries when experience elsewhere, with the same class 
of product, proves that the British should be holding their own. 


‘Where sales are not satisfactory, attention should be paid to efficient and 
adequate representation. Care is essential in selecting the best agent for the 
type of goods to be handled, to ensure that the maximum distribution and 
servicing facilities are available throughout the market. This is all the more 
important for introducing a new product and when a special effort has to 
be made to induce the Italian buyer to change his customary supplier. 


‘Since wealth is distributed unevenly both socially and geographically, 
the opportunities for sales of any one product may vary greatly from district 
to district or even from town to town. Agents often tend, especially in the 
case of consumer goods, to neglect parts of Italy where sales promotion is 
relatively difficult, and to sacrifice possibilities of a larger turnover for the 
easier policy of limited sales at higher prices. In the case of industrial 

inery and equipment, opportunities in Southern Italy should not be 
neglected in view of the projects for the development of industry in the 
South. But it is usually sufficient to have one exclusive agent and encourage 
him to develop a sales organization for the whole of Italy. 

‘The best location for the agent must depend on regional considerations 
and on the type of yg oey Regional prejudices may have to be taken into 
account and it might, for example, prove desirable to appoint a separate 
agent to handle mor in Sicily. The centre of Italian industry and big 
business is in the North, and for this reason most representatives of foreign 
business concerns are located there, especially if the products they have to 
sell are destined mainly for use in industry. 

‘In any event the efforts of the agent should be effectively by 
the principals. It is most important to have attractive trade literature

These matters cannot be properly 
handled unless the trade is thought of in terms of years. Italy should not 
now be treated as a temporary or marginal market, and Italian importers 
naturally resent any suggestion that they are at the end of « queue, or are 
used as a depository for goods unwanted elsewhere 


The following notes are suggested by the Seaaer’ s study of the 
Italian market for the goods specified: 


Chemicals 


Italy has her own highly developed industry, but produces more 
industrial than fine chemicals, so there are good openings for British 
manufacturers of fine chemicals. Their products have an excellent 
reputation for quality. Regular supplies and prompt deliveries should 
be maintained. 

New pharmaceuticals do not sell very easily unless they represent 
a definite advance over si products already in favour. It is 
essential to comply with the many Government regulations governing 
registration, selling prices, and similar matters. There are over a 
thousand pharmaceutical wholesalers, but distribution costs are high 
and an efficient organization is needed. Direct medical propaganda 
is the best method of sales promotion — with very liberal supplies of 
samples. 

Dyes from Britain and the United States have progressed noticeably 
in what used to be a German and Swiss preserve. United Kingdom 
dyes and colours are highly esteemed; price is the key to expansion of 
their sales. 

Notwithstanding domestic output, there is a demand for imported 
fertilizers and A permit is required from the Italian 
authorities before a new product can be offered for sale. In order to 
establish the product, sales agents are obliged to undertake consider- 
able experimental work and publicity. It is customary to distribute 
free samples to potential customers. For these reasons United King- 
dom exporters would be well advised not to insist on too rigid payment 
terms. 


Iron and Steel Manufactures 


British hardware and metal goods are generally well received, 
but in face of increasing Italian production particular attention 
should be paid to quality, workmanship and doten. especially in 
household goods. The good repute of general ironmongery from the 
United Kingdom needs the support of a resolute effort to offer 
concessions on prices and payment terms. Britain leads handsomely 
in the supply of imported cutlery, razors and razor-blades — and 
Italian faces are shaved increasingly often. 

Wire ropes and cables have many uses in a maritime nation whose 
mountain districts require funicular railways and overhead cable 
transporters, but supplies from Britain lag far behind West Germany’s. 
Prompter deliveries, and buffer stocks, are recommended. 


Machinery 

There is a good market for the small-unit type of domestic air 
conditioner incorporating a sealed refrigeration unit. In many cases 
metal work and cabinets can be obtained locally.

Securities, subject to validation procedure, which are not submitted in accordance with the detailed 
provisions of the law to one of the above-named registration offices, within the stipulated time limit, 
become invalid on the expiration of the time limit. 


Persons, who have not already deposited their internal Austrian securities, either directly or indirectly, 
with an Austrian bank, are recommended, in their own interest, to contact immediately, either their 
own bank in the United Kingdom or one of the three Austrian banks mentioned above, for the purpose 
of registering the securities, or a claim to such securities, in the prescribed manner within the time limits 
imposed.

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Italy’s Economic Revival (Continued) 


Prospects for most kinds of contractors’ plant are good, especially 
in South Italy, where a development programme requires the extensive 
construction of roads, railways and reservoirs. Local buyers ask for 
better design and finish. 


This is also true of electrical domestic appliances. The market 
for labour-saving devices is good. Although electricity is A.C. 50 
cycles throughout Italy the voltages vary. In the North, for industrial 
current it is 260 volts, while lighting is 165 volts. In Central and 
South Italy the equivalents are 220 volts and 125 volts. 


Under food processing the Survey mentions openings for such 
highly specialized plant as that for the pasteurization of milk and the 
mass production of ice cream. 

The imported types of handling plant most likely to sell well are, 
probably, mobile cranes of medium capacity, which are not made in 
Italy in quantities equal to the demand. There is also an opening for 
fork trucks and similar appliances. 

West Germany is the principal source of internal combustion 
engines, with the United Kingdom second. Petrol costs so much that 
diesels are used wherever possible: the market for petrol engines is 
limited to small stationary power units and small engines for motor 
vehicles, invalid carriages, etc. The Survey suggests that British 
makers of outboard motors should be able to improve their sales. 


Exporters of pumps are advised to concentrate on types for 
specialized uses —e.g. submerged pumps, sludge pumps, acid and 
crude oil pumps-and the appointment of active and qualified 
agents is considered essential. 

British machine tools are benefiting from their high reputation, 
and from a considerable increase of total imports, in spite of intense 
local and foreign competition. 

The United Kingdom is the principal supplier of imported 
refrigeration plant, and though the demand for it is limited there 
are good chances for highly qualified agents dealing in specialized 
equipment, and for co-operation with Italian manufacturers of 
cabinets and other fitments. Domestic refrigerators and ice-cream 
conservators are among the British products that can be made to sell. 

Imports of textile machinery have declined with the expiry of 
the Government’s credit scheme and a depression in the textile 
industry, but British products have a reputation that can still be made 
good if attractive payment terms and delivery-dates are offered. 
Opportunities for knitwear and hosiery machinery are particularly 


Under the heading well-drilling plant and equipment the Survey 
notes a rapidly expanding market for United Kingdom products for 
the extraction and end-use of natural gas. It also mentions a demand 
for portable equipment for drilling water wells in rural areas. 


Radio, Television and Electronic Equipment 


United Kingdom manufacturers have won orders for broadcasting 
transmitters and equipment, and the recent development of television 
suggests further opportunities which the Germans are exploiting 
with extensive publicity, but the Survey reports a falling-off in the 
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sale of television receivers. The German relates mainly 
to the use of television on closed circuits in hospitals, factories, etc. 
Electronic valves are made locally, but most of the requirements for 
cathode tubes are imported. There are openings for electronic 
equipment in the Services, the Universities, research laboratories, 
and industry, but ‘energetic handling is essential.’ 

Textiles 


‘In view of the much improved quality of the domestic production 
of cottons, and foreign competition, particularly from Switzerland, 
United Kingdom exporters might consider a revision of prices to 
make their products more competitive and the offer of more favourable 
payment terms to the importer.’ British-made woollens find a 
ready market, but there is increasing competition from the better 
Italian products. Imports of apparel have gained much from the 
Government's liberalization policy: the United Kingdom leads the 
way, and a stricter control over retail prices might well increase sales. 
The popularity of United Kingdom made-up goods is confined, 
however, to men’s wear. Imports of hosiery and knitwear went up 
by about 130 per cent. in 1952-53, and the United Kingdom was by 
far the largest supplier. 


Miscellaneous 


The Survey mentions several other United Kingdom products 
for which the writer has found an actual or potential demand. 
these are abrasives, asbestos products, domestic earthenware (handi- 
capped by the customs tariff), dental materials and instruments, 
electric lamps and conductors, industrial diamond powder and tools, 
industrial oils and greases, perfumery and cosmetics, and refractory 
materials. In most cases the Survey makes suggestions for meeting 
local or foreign competition. 

Other hints for British exporters may be derived from the Survey’s 
review of Italy’s own industrial expansion, its import requirements, 
and the difficulties it has met — e.g. in the raising of capital. The Survey 
mentions, for instance, the great efforts that have been made to replace 
obsolete machinery . . . Though Italian production of cement has 
nearly doubled since 1949, it still falls short of internal demand . . . 
The price and quality of Italian optical and precision instruments 
leave room for increased imports . . . And so on. 


Trade Fairs 


Many commercial and industrial exhibitions are held in Italy. In 
some cases their success, if only as a public entertainment, has led to 
increased specialization. Many of them are of purely local interest, but 
others provide an excellent opportunity for showing British goods, 
not only to potential Italian buyers but to foreign visitors. 

The most important is the Milan International Samples Fair, 
usually held in April, which now ranks amongst the most important 
in Europe. Others are the Verona Agricultural Fair (March), the 
‘Turin Motor Show (April), the Levant Fair at Bari (September), 
and more restricted events at Bologna, Bolzano, Florence, Palermo, 
Parma and Rome.

Special exhibitions which warrant attention are the Overseas 
Samples Fair at Naples, usually open for the entire summer; the 
Methane Exhibition at Piacenza, a showcase for a new industry; the 
Technical Exhibition at Turin; and the Machine Tool Radio and 
Electronics Exhibition at Milan. Details of these events are published 
in the Board of Trade Journal. 

In addition to the foregoing, Italy is a popular meeting place for 
international congresses on technical matters and exporters of 
appropriate equipment can often take advantage of these conferences 
to arrange a display of their wares to a specialized audience. 

In general, goods are allowed to enter Italy freely for exhibition 
at fairs and special Customs arrangements are in force. In some cases 
(e.g. motor-cars, motor cycles and non-liberalized goods) a special 
quota is allocated for the final import of models exhibited. Full details 
of these arrangements can be obtained from the Exhibitions and 
Fairs Branch, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, 
London, W. Cc. 1, or from the authorities of the fairs concerned, 


General 


The Survey examines pretty fully the policy and directions of 
Italy’s trade with various areas of the world, and of her investment 
programme at home, and contains the usual sections on the country’s 
banking, insurance systems, communications and social questions. 
It ends with 23 tables of statistics. One of them, showing the value of 
British exports to Italy, has been adapted and brought approximately 
up to date for reproduction below.

Anglo-Japanese Trade & Payments 


DELEGATIONS representing the United Kingdom and Japanese 
Governments have now concluded payments and trade talks which 
started on February 21. It was agreed that the existing Payments 
Agreement and its related trade arrangements should be extended for 
the period of three months up to June 30, 1955. 

It was proposed that the next trade and payments negotiations 
should be held in May 1955. 


Argentina and Czechoslovakia 


THE TEXT is now available of a new Trade and Payments Agreement 
between Argentina and Czechoslovakia signed in Buenos Aires on 
January 27. 

The Agreement is to remain in force for three years and replaces 
that of September 2, 1952. 

In the first year, an exchange of goods amounting to U.S.$32 
million in each direction is envisaged and provision is made for a 
reciprocal credit of U.S.$6,400,000. 


Argentine products will consist mainly of maize, hides, wool and 
meat, whilst Czechoslovakian goods will include iron and steel and 
machinery spares and accessories. 

All payments are to be in United States dollars, whereas under 
the previous Agreement, payments were effected in Czech crowns.

Argentina and Finland 


A TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreement between Argentina and Fin- 
land was signed at Buenos Aires on February 7, 1955. The Agreement, 
which replaces that of June 8, 1948, will remain in force until February 
6, 1958, and is subsequently renewable by tacit agreement for successive 
annual periods 

An interchange of goods, in the first year, to a total value of 
U.S.$16,800,000 in each direction, is envisaged, and provision is 
made for a reciprocal credit of U.S.$6 million. Argentine products 
are expected to include grain, animal feeding stuffs, hides and wool. 
The principal Finnish goods will be wood pulp and paper products.

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Trade and Financial Arrangements (Continued) 
France and Western Germany 


AN EXTENSION of the Trade Agreement between France and 
Western Germany of January 24, 1953, for the period from October 1, 
1954, to March 31, 1955, was signed in Baden-Baden on January 14, 
and published in the German Federal Gazette on February 19, 1955. 

Its most important provision is an increase of French exports of 
wheat from 250,000 tons in the previous year to 500,000 tons in the 
period from October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955. 

Other French exports of goods on quota envisaged within the six 
months’ period covered by the extension include North African iron 
ores (360,000 tons), bauxite (85,000 tons), animals for slaughter and

90 days’ notice of termination. 


The Payments Arrangement establishes a single Open Account 
in the Bank of Japan. Payments for goods and services between the 
two countries will be made into the account. The account is to be 
expressed in U.S. dollars. The swing limit is $250,000. By mutual 
consent, credits accruing from trade with a third country may be 
entered in the account and transfers to the account of a third country 
may be debited in the account. 


The Trade Arrangements envisages a volume of trade of $2,500,000 
each way. Japanese exports will consist of , metals and metal 
products, chemicals, pottery, textiles and miscellaneous 
Greek exports will be leaf tobacco, dried fruits, olives and olive oil, 
raw cotton, mining products, raw hides and salt, tanning extracts and 
miscellaneous goods.

Import Licensing Amendments 


Japanese Goods 

IN the notice on Australian Import Restrictions appearing in last 
week’s Board of Trade Journal it was stated (on page _735) that the 
ceilings applicable to certain imports of Japanese origin remained 
unchanged. A new announcement has now been made by the Australian 
Department of Trade and Customs stating that the ceilings are to 
be reduced by percentages corresponding to the percentage reductions 
for general non-dollar quotas, and taking into account the reduction 
of the licensing period from six months to three months. Thus, for 
example, if an importer’s six-monthly ceiling for imports from Japan 
of a certain item in Category B was £6,000, his three-monthly ceiling 
for that item will now be £2,000.

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Budget Proposals for 1955 


PROPOSALS contained in the Pakistan Budget as announced by the 
Finance Minister on March 31 have been reported briefly by telegram 
from the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi. They 
provide, among other things, for: 

Reduction in the import duty on component parts of radios 
for assembly in Pakistan. Those from the United Kingdom 
are to be free of duty: on those from other countries the duty 
is to be reduced to 6 per cent. 

Re-imposition on tea of the export duty of 3 annas per lb. 
which has been in abeyance since September 1952. 

Exemption from export duty for rice, raw hides and skins, 
and jute rope. 

Reduction in the excise duty on coarse cotton cloth from 
12} per cent. to 6} per cent. 

Levy of an excise duty on rayon or artificial silk cloth at 
a rate of 6} per cent. 

Increase in the excise duty on certain type of cigarettes. 

Further details are awaited and will be published in the Board of 
Trade Journal in due course. 


Incandescent Electric Lamps Industry 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has forwarded 
a copy of a Press Note issued by the Press Information Department, 
Government of Pakistan, on March 18, which reads as follows: 

The Government of Pakistan, on the recommendation of the Tariff 
Commission, have decided to grant protection to the Incandescent Electric 
Lamps Industry for a period of two years ending March 17, 1957. 

As a measure of protection, the nature of existing revenue duty of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem has been converted into a protective duty. 

The Government have also approved the following measures of assistance 
to the Industry as recommended by the Commission: 

(i) Licences for importing raw materials should be granted liberally. 

(ii) Facilities should be provided by Government for conducting research 
into the quality of raw materials either in Government sponsored 
institutions or in collaboration with the local industry. These 
facilities should be made available to all the manufacturers of 
incandescent electric lamps. (Press Note E. No. 1370.) 


BURMA 


Amendments to Import Licensing 


THE MINISTRY OF TRADE DEVELOPMENT of the Government of 
Burma have published two further announcements about amend- 
ments to the import licensing regulations, as follows: 

‘1. With reference to this Ministry’s Press Communique No. 4 of 1955, 
dated March 7, 1955, regarding suspension of 50 per cent. of the value of 
import licences, clearance of goods will be allowed under import licences 
although the value of such goods may be in excess of 50 per cent. of the 
licence value provided they were shipped on or before midnight of 
March 7, 1955. 

‘2. All import licence holders are hereby informed that until further 
notice the following commodities can be imported against import licences 
for ‘Household Goods” which have already been issued by this Ministry: 

(1) Flints 

(2) Buttons all sorts 

(3) Polishes for boots and shoes 

(4) Tooth brushes and tooth paste.’

additional duties. 


Calcium Silicide 


Under S.R.O. 441 (Customs Notification No. 34), dated February 
26, calcium silicide falling under Tariff Item No. 70 (1) is exempt 
from so much of the customs duty as is in excess of 19 17/32 per 
cent. ad valorem and from all additional duties. 


Postal Parcels and Letters 


S.R.O. 442 (Customs Notification No. 36), dated February 26, 
amends Customs Notification No. 33, dated June 22, 1935, with the 
effect that postal parcels and letters on whose contents the total duty 
payable is not more than one rupee and eight annas are exempt from 
the whole of duty. (Previously, exemption was allowed on values up 
to 12 annas.) 


Import Trade Control Revised 


Diesel Engines of Road Vehicular (Serial No. 30 (e) of 
Part 11). Under Public Notice No. 14 I.T.C. (P.N.}/55, dated March 
8, 1955, it has been decided to grant quota licences for diesel engines 
of road vehicular type of 60 B.H.P. and over to established importers 
and to fleet owners.

Dictaphones, Recording Machines, etc. Under Order No. 2/55, 
dated March 15, 1955, the following articles falling under Serial 
No. 65 (6) of Part V of the Indian Import Trade Control Schedule 
are now excluded from O.G.L. XXXVI (see Board of Trade Journal 
of October 16, 1954, page 815): ‘Dictaphones (dictating and recording 
machines), tape and wire recorders and such other recording and 
dictating machines as are used in offices.’ 

Under Public Notice No. 16 —I.T.C. (P.N.)/55 of the same date, 
the Government of India have announced that during the current 
licensing period these machines will be licensed liberally and that 
applications for licences should be made not later than April 30. 
They have also decided to allow clearance of all consignments in 
respect of which firm commitments have been made by the importers 
prior to the date of the issue of this Order, without insisting upon the 
production of import licences. 


Paper-Backed Aluminium Foils. Under Public Notice No.

(1) The General Free List, which applies to goods that can be 
freely imported without an import licence, from both the Dollar 
and the E.P.U. Areas; and 

(2) Regional Free List, which applies to goods that can be imported 
freely without an import licence, from the E.P.U. Area only.

Excise Tax on Coal 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 53758) states that coal, 
coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes imported into the 
United States from Canada, the United Kingdom and Germany, 
and entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption during the period January 1 to December 31, 1955, 
inclusive, will not be subject to the tax of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
prescribed in the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, Section 4531. 


The Treasury Decision states further that the list of excepted 
countries excludes those countries from which there have been no 
imports of coal or allied fuels since January 1, 1954. The taxable 
status of imports from these countries may be had on application to 
the United States Bureau of Customs. 


No Import Restrictions on Walnuts 


THE NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal on October 30, 1954 
(page 939), giving details of fees which had been imposed on imports 
into the United States of almonds and filberts referred to the pending 
decision on the effect of imports of walnuts. The United States 
Tariff Commission have now announced that they have found no 
need for restriction on imports of walnuts during the current marketing 
year for walnuts, which ends September 30, 1955.
